This contract includes the purchase of 82 hght duty vehicles for a total doltar amount of $2,185,153 The
vehicles in this RCA have been recommended for purchase utilizing a process that involves the Fleet Officer,
effected Department Directors, and Assistant City Managers (ACMs) ACM approval is required for all new
additions to the City’s fleet prnior to any requests being made te the Purchasing Office.

Departments review the hst of vehicles determined eligible for replacement by Fleet Services based on
mileage, hours of use, and maintenance costs. From that list, prionty uses are determined within the
departments, and the departments’ proposed equipment Is reviewed by the Fleet Service Center Manager
to insure the speafied vehicle 1s appropnate for the use.

Of the 58 replacement vehicles, all have met the Fleet Officer’s eligibility cntena for replacement. The Fleet
Service Center Managers have inspected each vehicle to be replaced, and determined that the mileage or
hours of use of each piece proposed for replacement cannot be increased without nsking a significant
increase 1n repair costs and loss of productivity due to down time, The 24 new preces of equipment were
also sent to Fleet Services and forwarded to the appropriate ACM for approval. The City attempts to
purchase vehicles equipped with alternative fuel systems whenever these are available from the
manufacturer and when this type of vehicle will accommodate the needs of the user. The Chevrolet trucks
are equipped with engmes that can be converted to operate on gasoline or iquid propane gas (LPG)
Currently, there are no manufacturers producing this type of engine from the factory. Fleet Services Is
planning to address this limitation by contracting with after-market companies to install a fuel conversion
kit that would modify the original equipment manufacturer’s vehicle engine to operate on both gasoline and
LPG. Fleet has identified 71 vehicles included in this RCA for possible conversion

Caldwell Country Chevrolet 1s under contract with the H-GAC to supply various types of vehicles statewide
as a result of a competitive bidding process. Utilizing H-GAC contracts provides for volume discount pricing
as well as the earliest opportunity to get the City’s vehicles on order
